FIOWEVER pleafing the ad. 

minifiration of government 
may be, yet there can be no de- 
pendence upon it, aniefs the mza- 
fureé are founded in principles con- 
genial to the Conftitution. We 
can never place a dependence on 
the morals of one, whofe aétions 
do not proceed from a fenfe of mor- 
al duty. 

There are two opinions on gus 
vernment, in fadt exifting,and con- 
fiandy in operation within the U- 
nited States, The one is, that the 
people are incapable of enjoying a 
free elective government, that they 
are prone to akind of Democracy, 
which breeds fedition and termi- 
mates in monarchy. he other is, 
that the degrees of intelligence pof- 
feffed by the body of the people is 
fuch, as being added to their love 
of intere(t, their defire of civil free- 
dom and love of: pofterity, will 
make them quict fubje&ls of the 
laws, and induce them to maintain 
an ele@ive republic in honor and 
repulation. 

The adminiftration of government 

uoder thefe opinions, will diverge 
from each other until the know- 
ledge of the bafe, from whence the 
lines were both drawn, fhall be 
loft to the fight. 

The firft opigion, where there 
is no hereditary power, or native 
ariftocracy, points to what is called 
the patronage of the executive ; to 
the end, that emoluments & hon- 
ors May gain a ftrength to the ex- 
ecutive arm, by the influence of a 
few, who combine togeiher for the 
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fame purpofe,—Even where there 
is a native arilteceacy, and the body 
of the people have fome thare of 
liberty and forme concern in the 
government, offices, knighthoods, 
pentions, and contracts are indul- 
ged te purchafe for the crown, ev- 
ery ene’ whofe influence with the 
prople renders him an objeét of 
sonfideration. Thus the people 
are oppreffed with infenfible taxes, 
in order to maintain a govern- 
ment to the advantage of others, 
The numerous penfioners in the 
Englifh nation and the multitude 
of fycophants, holding finecures, 
will not realize that they are fat- 
tening in idlenefs on the toil of 
the peafant, whom they defpife as 
they pafs him. Afk them where 
they obtain their wealth, they tell 
fou from the crown; they have no 
idea that the king received his mo- 
acy from the toil of the bufband- 
man and the mechanic. It is fe- 
dition to fuggelt fuch an idea there, 
and is deemed an cflence even here 
to whifper it. 

To this idea of executive pat- 
tonage may be attributed the na- 
tional debt of Acaerica. The cry 
was, that a national debt was a 
public blefling, becaufe it formed 
a band of union and gave ftrength 
to the government ; therefore the 
public fecurities, purchafed up by 
fpeculators, at lefs than five. thil- 
lings, were funded on intereft, at 
twenty, and are not taxable prop- 
erty. But the influence of the 
men, who were made fich by the 
meafure, is gone, their influence 
and their wealth have flown off to- 
gether ; and the greater part of the 
debs is in the hands of foreigners, 
who have neither influence in, or 


love forthe country. The eftab- 
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lifament of the,bank was proper & 
right ; but to allow the ftock hold- 
ers to depofit three quarters of the 
ftock in fix and three per cent pub- 
lic fecurities, and guarantecing the 
notes they fhould iffue, at fix per 
cent to reprefent them, was a very 
extraordinary method of purcha- 
fing friends to the government. 
While the intereft is drawn by the 
ftockho!de: from the public trea- 
fury upon the notes, he draws fix 
per cent on bank notes iffued and 
loaned, as reprefentatives of the 
fame public fecurities. “This gave 
immenfe fums to the Gift fubfcri- 
bersto the bank. Noone was 
allowed to fubfcribe for more than 
thirty fhares ; but {peculators could 
and did obtain the privilege of fub- 
fcribing in the name of others. If 
thefe advantages were fold at one 
hundred dollars a fhare only, there 
being twenty-five thoufand fhares, 
the {um amounted to two million 
and a half of dollars. The eight 
per cent loan for an ulelefs army, 
and for fhips now to be hauled up 
to rot, were 3 limb of the fame 
fyfiem. A war with France, and 
conjunéion with England, were 
another. Thefe would have give 
en apretext for the exercifa of this 
patronage, to form a Rrong execu 
tive on the poverty and ruin of the 
people ; to clear the way, for which 
the power of the ftate govern: 
ments was to.be curtailed. 

Thefe meafuses are naturally 
produced by the idea, that the peo- 
ple cannot govern themle!ves. Bus 
we hopetotry the experiment un- 
der the prefent adminiftration with 
fuccefs, The prefent Prefideny 


founds his principles of adminiftra. 
tion on thefe fentiments : “ Econa 
omy in public expences, that lan

Pizin common fenle is oppofed to 
the praétices of mearly all the pov= 
ernteents in the world, bur it is yet 
ti be hoped, that America will 
pracitce upon It, ‘Fhe party who 
Rave influeneed the povernment 
herétotore,may clateur tora while 
in their circles and purchafed gae 
zeites ; bu the people will give a 
fmiling quiet approbation io the ad- 
miniltsaiién, which does not mean 
to involve them in debt, and bur- 
den them wih growin Ig intereft, 
but by a proper depree of eeono- 
my to !effen ihe load which is now 
Go their fhoalders.
